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LONDON (UPI)~Angry La- 
bor party members of Parli- 
ament today protested the 
government’s decision to in- 
crease the price of false teeth 
and eyeglasses under the 
National Health Service. 
Richard Crossman, the minis- 
ter for social services, an- 
nounced the increases in the 
House of Commons Monday, 
drawing angry shouts from 
backbenchers from his own 
party. 

The increases lifted the cost 


of false teeth from $12 to $15 
and glasses from $2.40 to $3. 

The Labor MP’s were not 
only angry about the actual 
lincreases, but the bad timing 
by Crossman in announcing 
them. 

Several Town Council elections
